Denver, Colo., July 15.—With the 


thirty-first Triennial conclave of the 
Knights Templar of the United States 
but four weeks off, arrangements arc 
practically complete for handling the 
big gathering.

largest previous sum ever, spent in 
Denver .for a convention was $'3,600.
